On the 12th September 1965, at about 0540 hours, the 
Indian Police Post at Lashdat in Jammu and Kashmir was 
attacked by a heavily armed enemy force about 400 strong. 
Although very much out-numbered the small Police party 
under the command of Shri Beg Ram Singh, Company Com- 
mander Uttar Pradesh, Pradeshik Armed Constabulary reta- 
liated vigorously and eventually repulsed the well planned 
attack taking a heavy toll. 

During the heavy and concentrated attack by the enemy 
with light and medium machine guns and rocket launchers. 
Company Commander Beg R am Singh gave a fine example 
of leadership, moving continuously from bunker to bunker 
and along the trenches to encourage his men to face the 
enemy. While doing so he was hit by enemy fire and lost 
two of his Angers. Undeterred by this severe injury Shri Singh 
continued to lead his men and succeeded in repelling the 
attack. 

While the heavy firing was going on, Constable Gangs 
Bahadur noticed that the enemy had advanced to within 100 
yards of his position. He immediately exchanged his rifle for 
a light machine gun and by sheer bravery, effectively checked 
the advanced of the enemy. Similarly, Constable Bibhuti 
Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry by taking up a position 
in a communication trench under heavy Are and checked the 
menacing advance of the enemy force from that aide. Both 
these Constables were fatally wounded while defending their 
post. 

Tn this crucial encounter, S*rv»shri Beg Ram Singh, Ganga 
Bahadur and Bibhuti Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry 
and devotion to duty of the highest order in utter disregard 
of their safety.

During the grim battle. Head Constable Man Bahadur 
Singh was severely injured by the splinters of a mortar shell. 
Undeterred try his severe iniury and despite the heavy odds 
Shri Man Bahadur Singh gallantly held his post and Inflicted 
a number of casualties on the enemy. When the enemy 
reached the perimeter of the post and charged the police 
party with fixed bayonets. Constable Ram Adhar Pandey 
hurled as many as eight hand-grenades one after another and 
Inflicting heavy casualties on them. While he was throwing 
the ninth grenade, his hand came In the line of fire of an 
automatic weapon and was severely Injured. Undeterred by 
this he hurdled the two more grenades and checked the enemy 
advance.

The suspects at once took up positions and 
started firing at the police party. The police party returned 
the fire in self-defence and injured one of the men. The 
other tried to escape and the Platoon Commander, a Head 
Constable and Constable Ram Avadh Yadav chased him. As 
the three officers came near the injured man, he attempted 
to throw a hand-grenade at them but before be could do 
so Constable Ram Avadh Yadav charged him with remark- 
able speed and killed him. thus saving the police party from 
possible disaster. 

Thus Constable Ram Avadh Yadav exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry and devotion to duty without regard for his personal 
safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(i) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and con- 
sequently carries with it the special allowance admissible 
under rule 5, with effect from the 11th September, 1965.

No. 1-25/6 5-CC. — A Centrally sponsored scheme for the 
organisation of a net work of consumer cooperative stores in 
towns and cities with population exceeding 50,000 is under 
implementation since November 1962, with the object of 
ensuring equitable distribution of essential consumer gooff* 
at fair prices, During the IV Plan period, it is proposed to 
extend the scheme to cover towns with population of 10,000 
and above. These stores would aim at handling 20% of retail 
trade In essential consumer goods in towns and cities covered 
by them. 

2. The organisational pattern envisaged under the scheme 
is setting up of wholesale stores with adequate number of 
primary stores and/or branches. The wholesale stores would 
arrange for bulk buying of requisite goods for supplying to 
the branches and affiliated primaries. State federations of 
wholesale consumers’ cooperative stores have been set up in 
many states to assist the wholesale stores in the procurement 
of various consumer goods. These state federations have set 
up a National Federation as well. Government holds shares 
in these cooperatives- 

With a view to enable these wholesale consumer coopera- 
tive stores, stato and National federations of consumer co- 
operatives to secure adequate finance for their working needs 
from banking sources, the Government of India have decided 
to provide, for a temporary period, a limited guarantee to the 
following banks In respect of loans and advances to be given 
by them to these cooperative societies : 

1. Any cooperative bank. 

2. The State Bank of India and all Its subsidiaries. 

3. The Central Bank of India. 

4. The Punjab National Bank. 

5. The Bank of India. 

6. The National & Grindleys’ Bank. 

7. The Bank of Baroda, 

8. The United Commercial Bank 

9. The United Bank of India. 

10. The Canara Bank. 

11. The Den a Bank. 

12. The Allahabad Bank. 

3. In pursuance of this decision it is hereby notified that 
the Government of India will consider entering into agree- 
ments with the aforesaid banks on the following toms and 
conditions. 

4. The Central Government* guarantee will be available 
m respect of any loan or advance granted against pledge or 
hypothecation of goods, before the 1st January 1972 to co- 
operative societies listed in the schedule annexed here to and 
to those to be notified from time to time. The amount of 
the Central Government’s guarantee in respect of any such 
loan or advance to any one society will be limited to : 

(i) 25% of the amount of all loans and advances 
actually outstanding on the books of the Bank 
against the society on the date on which the notice 
of demand is issued by the bank in accordance with 
the terms of the agreement or; 

(ii) in the case of Banks other than a cooperative bank 
the actual Increase in the amount of loans or 
advances over the amount outstanding cn the 1st 
June 1966 and in the case of cooperative banks, the 
difference between the loans and advances actually 
outstanding on the date on which the notice of 
demand in accordance with the terms of the agree- 
ment is issued, and 75% of the market value of the 
goods pledged or 60% of the market value of the 
goods hypothecated as at tho close of business on 
1st June 1966 or; 

(hi) Rs. 75 lakhs (Rs. Seventy-five lakhs) in the cue 
of State or National Federation, Rs, 25 lakh* 
(Rs. Twenty-five lakhs) in the case of a society 
having its principal place of business in Greater 
Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, Delhi, Hyderabad, 
Bangalore or Ahmedabad and Rs. 15 lakhs 
(Rs. Fifteen lakhs) in the case of any other society, 
whichever amount is the least. 

5. The guarantee in pursuance of this notification will be 
available only in respect of secured loans and advance* 
granted before the 31st of December 1971. No loan or 
advance granted for the first time on or after 1st of January 
1972 and no increase in the amount outstanding in respect of 
any loan or advance subsisting on the 31st December 1971 
shall be covered by the guarantee. Central Government’s 
liability on account of this guarantee shall become determined 
at the close of busines* on the 31st December 1971. 

6. Every bank shall continue to hold all the promissory 
notes and unrealised securities which may be available to the 
bank in respect of such loans granted by it to the society, 
even after realiiation by it in full of the outstanding due 
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to it, til! the amount reimbursed by the Central Government 
as guarantor is realised. The bank shall obtain from the 
society and furnish to the central government a letter of 
consent by the society to the effect that the society agrees to : 

(a) continue to pay interest on any amount paid to the 
bank by the Central Government in pursuance of 
the guarantee at the same rate, until the said amount 
is paid to or adjusted in favour of the Central 
Government. 

(b) the bank con tinuin g to have and to exercise all the 
rights over the securities in favour of the bank in 
respect of all such loans and advances till all such 
claims of the Central Government are satisfied. 

(c) the bank transferring its rights and claims under 
such securities to the Central Government if so 
required by the latter. 

7. The bank shall have the liberty, without affecting the 
guarantee, to postpone the exercise of its rights and powers 
in relation to the loan and either to enforce or forebear to 
enforce the said loan or any remedies to the securities 
available to the bank. The Central Government guarantee 
can be enforced notwithstanding that any securities that the 
bank may obtain from the society shall be outstanding or 
unrealised. In order to give effect to the guarantee, the 
bank shall be entitled to act as if the Central Government 
was a principal debtor to the bank for all payments guaranted 
by it. 

8. The Central Government’s guarantee shall not be invok- 
ed on more than one occassion by the Bank in respect of a 
particular society. The guarantee may fee invoked at any 
time before the 1st of January 1972. The Bank shall first 
issue a notice of demand on the society to pay the amounts 
due to it on account of the loans and advances guaranteed 
"by the Central Government wi thin 30 days of the date of the 
notice. On the expiry of this period, the bank may issue a 
notice of demand on the surety, The Central Government 
will reimburse to the bank the amount payable to it under 
the guarantee, within a period of 14 days from the date of 
the receipt of the bank’s notice invoking the guarantee and 
claiming payment 

9. A bank seeking a guarantee in pursuance of this notifi- 
cation shall, in the event of the Government's guarantee being 
Invoked in the case of any loan or advance, undertake to 
credit to the Central Government any sums which may be 
realised from the society to which the loan or advance has 
been granted after the bank has realised in full the entire 
outstandings on account of all loans and advances granted 
to the society, 

10. The obligations of the bank referred to in the above 
clauses shall continue until such time as the amount reimburs- 
ed by the Central Government under the guarantee has been 
paid or credited to the Central Government or until the 
Central Government has agreed to adjust the said amount 
any other amount due to be paid by It to the bank or to the 
society or to waive recovery of the amount. 

11. The Director (Consumers Cooperative), Department of 
Cooperation, Ministry of Food, Agriculture, Community 
Development & Cooperation, Government of India, New 
Delhi, will be the authority who will enter into the pres- 
cribed agreements of guarantee with the banks eligible for 
the Central Government’s guarantee in pursuance of this 
notification. All banks referred to in this notification are 
advised to contact the officer concerned in case they wish to 
avail themselves of the facilities provided by the Central 
Government under this scheme.
